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teacher  to  learn  logic,  natural  philosophy,  ethics,  or  mathematics,  which 
are  mure  difficult,  that  certainly  it  is  ndt  necessary  to  the  attaiument  of 
Christian  knowledge,  that  men  should  sit  all  their  life  long  at  the  feet  of  a 
pulpited  divine;  while  he,  a  loliard  indeed  over  his  elbow  cushion,  in 
almost  the  seventh  part  of  forty  or  fifty  years  teaches  them  scarce  half  the 
principles  of  religion ;  and  his  sheep  ofttimes  sit  the  while  to  as  little  pur> 
pose  of  benefitting,  as  the  sheep  in  their  pews  at  Smithfield ;  and  for  the 
most  part  by  s<^e  simony  or  other  bought  and  sold  like  them :  or  if  this 
comjtarison  be  too  low,  like  those  women,  1  Tim.  hi.  7,  **  Kver  learning 
and 'never  attaining  ;**  yet  not  so  much  through  their  own  fault,  as  through 
the  unskilful  and  immethodical  teaching  of  their  {lastor,  teaching  here  and 
there  at  random  out  of  this  or  that  text,  as  his  ease  or  fancy,  and  ofttimes 
as  his  stealth,  guides  him.  Seeing  then  that  Christian  religion  may  be  so 
easily  attained,  and  by  meanest  capacities,  it  cannot  be  much  difficult  to 
find  ways,  both  how  the  poor,  yea  ^1  men,  may  be  soon  taught  what  is  to 
he  known  of  Christianity,  and  they  who  teach  them  recompensed.  First, 
if  ministers  of  their  own  accord,  who  pretend  that  they  are  called  and  sent 
to  preach  the  gospel,  those  esiiecially  who  have  no  jiarticular  flock,  would 
imitate  our  Saviour  and  his  disciples,  who  went  preaching  through  the 
villages,  not  only  through  the  cities,  Matt.  ix.  35,  Mark  vi.  6,  Luke  xiii. 
22,  Acts  viii.  25,  and  there  preached  to  the  poor  as  well  as  to  tiie  rich, 
looking  for  no  recompense  but  in  heaven  :  John  iv.  35,  36,  Look  on  the 
fields,  for  they  are  white  already  to  harvest :  and  he  that  reapeth,  receiveth 
wages,  and  gathereth  fruit  unto  life  eternal.’’  This  was  their  wages.  But 
they  will  soon  reply,  we  ourselves  have  not  wherewithal ;  who  shall  bear 
the  charges  of  our  journey  P  To  whom  it  may  as  soon  be  answered,  that 
ill  likelihood  they  are  not  poorer  thau  they  who  did  thus  ;  and  if  they  have 
not  the  same  faith,  which  those  disciples  had  to  trust  in  (lod  and  the  pro¬ 
mise  of  Christ  for  their  maintenance  as  they  did,  and  yet  intrude  into  the 
ministry  witliout  any  livelihood  of  their  own,  they  cast  themselves  into 
miserable  hazard  or  temptation,  and  ofttimes  into  a  more  miserable  neces¬ 
sity,  either  to  starve  or  to  please  their  ^laymasters  rather  than  God ;  and 
give  men  just  cause  to  suspect,  that  they  came  neither  called  nor  sent  from 
3sbove  ta preach  the  word,  but  from  below,  by  the  instinct  of  their  own 
h'ungei^xo  feed  upon  the  church.  Yet  grant  it  needful  to  allow  them  both 
tke'diarges  of  their  journey  and  the  hire  of  their  labour,  it  will  belong 
next  to  the  charity  of  richer  congregations,  where  most  commonly  they 
abound  with  teac^rs,  to  send  some  of  their  number  to  the  vdlages  round, 
as  the  apostles  from  Jerusalem  sent  Peter  and  John  to  the  city  and  vil¬ 
lages  of  Samaria,  Acts  viii.  14,  25;  or  os  ^the  Cjiurch  at  Jerusalem  seut 
Barnabas  to  Antioch,  chap.  xi.  22,  and  othe^r  dliu^hes  joining  seut  Luke 
to  travel  with  Paul,  2  Cor.  viii.  19;  though  wlyether  they  bad  their 
charges  borne  by  the  Church  or  no,  it  be  nut  recorded.  . 

From  such  offices  the  Clergy  of  the  State  Chuech  would  shrink 
as  from  degradation.  The  dignity  of  the  Cloth  would  spurn  at 
what  the  piety  of  Milton  recommends.  The  Churchman  of  bon 
ton  simpers  at  the  arguments  and  the  authority  cited  by  Milton, 
and  implies  that  wise  as  the  Scripture  is,  it  is  not  so  wise  as  his 
brethren  are  in  their  generation.  A  writer,  in  the  British  Maga^ 
zine,  which  is  devoted  to  the  cause  of  the  Church,  (i.  e.  its  reve¬ 
nues,)  quoted  with  approbation  by  the  Chronicle^  says — 

SuppoM  the  tithes  gone  from  the  clergyman,  and  diN^HMcd  of  in  the 
most  admirable  manner  which  fancy  can  auggekt,  ktill  they  (under  some 
name)  will  be  paid— i.  e.  the  fanners'  exjienaei  will  be  just  what  they  are 
now.  Can  he  and  the  labourers  atford,  be«ides  what  they  have  to  pay  fur, 
to  pay  for  a  minister P— It  is  nutorHiualy  impossible;  or,  in  other  words, 
whatever  may  be  tlie  case  hereafter,  to  get  rid  of  the  Church  now  would  be 
to  consign  numberless  parishes  to  spiritual  destitution.  It  cannot  be  other¬ 
wise,  simply  becaustH— let  men  lie  as  disinterested  as  they  will,  and  no  doubt 
hundreds  of  men  would  be  found  ready  to  suffer  fur  their  Master’s  cause— 
they  are  men ;  and  men  who  cannot  eat  must  die,  and  food  cannot  be  got 
without  money. 

Here,  a^in,  we  may  quote  the  energetic  rebuke  of  our  great 
and  pious  Milton  : — 

Most  of  all  they  are  to  he  reviled  and  shamed,  who  cry  out  witii  the 
distinct  voice  of  notorious  hirelings;  that  if  ye  settle  not  our  maiutenance 
bylaw,  farewell  the  gospel;  than  which  nothing  can  be  uttered  more 
false,  more  ignominious,  autl  1  may  say,  more  blasjdiemous  againat  our 
Saviour;  who  hath  promised  without  this  condition,  both  his  Holy  Spirit, 
and  hb  own  pretence  with  bis  Church  lo  the  world’s  eud :  nothiug  mure 
false,  (uuless  with  their  own  mouths  they  condemn  themselves  for  tiie  uu- 
worihiest  and  mold  mercenary  of  all  other  ministers,)  b^  the  experience  of 
300  years  after  Christ,  and  the  churchrs  at  th.s  day  in  France,  Austria, 
Pulonia,  aud  other  places,  witnessing  the  contrary  under  an  adverse  ma¬ 
gistrate,  not  a  favourable ;  nothing  more  ignominious,  levelling,  or  rather 
underv^uing  Christ  beneath  Manomet.  owe* 

Likely  ministers  indeed,  lo  proclaim  the  faith,  or  to  exhort  our  trust  in 
God,  when  they  themsslvis  will  not  trust  him  to  provide  for  them  in  the 
message,  whereon,  they  say,  he  sent  them  *,  but  threaten,  for  want  of  tern- 
|ioral  means,  to  desert  it ;  calling  that  want  of  means,  which  is  nothing 
else  but  the  want  of  their  own  faith :  and  wou.d  force  us  to  pay  the  hire 
of  building  our  faith  to  their  covetous  incredulity. 

As  for  the  question — “  If  Tithes  were  gone  from  tt^  Clergyman, 
and  disposed  of  in  the  most  admirable  tuauner  which  fancy  can 
suggest,  still  they  (under  some  name)  will  bu  paid,  i.  e.  the  Ihr-’ 
mere*  expenses  will  be  Just  what  they  are  now  :  Can  be  eid  die 
labourers,  besides  what  they  have  to  pay  for,  ai&rd  fa  a 

minister?"  Why  this  is  now  the  case  of  the 
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Iff  might  give  a  short  hint  to  an  impartial  writer,  it  would  be  to  tell  him  hit  fate.  If 
he  resolves  to  venture  upon  the  dangerous  precipice  of  telling  unbiassed  truths,  let  him 

eroclaim  war  with  mankind  d  la  mode  U  paiM  4e  Pole — neither  to  give  nor  to  take  quar* 
w.  If  hq  lells  the  crimes  of  great  men,  they  fall  upon  him  with  the  iron  hands  of  the 
law  t  if  he  tells  their  virtues,  when  they  have  any.  then  the  mob  attacks  him  with  slan* 
der.  But  if  he  regards  truth,  let  him  expect  martyrdom  on  both  sides,  and  then  he  may 
go  on  fearless;  and  this  is  the  course  I  take  myself.— Da  Foa. 


CHURCH  REFORM. 

*  The  Chronifile,  which  the  week  before  last  stated  that  the  Dis¬ 
senters  required  nothing  more  than  exemption  from  Church  Rates, 
has  soon  oiscovered  its  error.  On  Monday  our  contemporary  ob¬ 
served: — 

They,  view  all  civil  establishineiits  of  religion  as  uuscriptiiral,  and  they 
con^bider  as  the  nation^s  inherilauce,  and  at  the  disposal  of  Parliament, 
every  part  of  the  Church  property  which  has  not  been  given  since  the  Pro¬ 
testant  Refurmirion,  limited  by  the  trusts  of  its  bestowment. 

There  can  be  no  question  that  the  property  of  the  Church  is  the  property 
of  the  whole  nation,  and  that  Parliament  may  freely  dispose  of  it  for  public 
purposes.  It  is  equally  clear  that,  to  apply  the  pro^ierty  of  the  whole 
nation  to  the  support  of  the  Clergy  of  a  part  of  the  nation,  leaving  a  large 
body  of  the  nation,  who  canuot  conscientiously  avail  themselves  of  the 
ministration  of  such  Clergy,  to  support  their  own  Ministers,  is  a  departure 
from  the  principle  of  equal  rights.  As,  however,  we  possess  au  Establish¬ 
ment,  and  throughout  a  great  part  jof  the  country  much  inconvenience 
would  be  felt  for  a  long  |)eriud,  were  the  people  left  to  supply  their  own 
spiritual  wants  as  they  best  could,  it  is  obvious  that  no'  Ministry  could  think 
4)1  applying  the  principle  of  the  Dissenters  at  the  present  moment, 

"One  of  the  peculiarities  of  old  countries  is,  that  the  great  mass  of  the 
;  population  are  without  property,  aud  often  in  a  low  and  degraded  state ; 

^  and  we  fear  that  one  of  the  consequences  of  not  maintaining  churches  at 
the  public  expense  would  be,  in  considerable  tracts  the  people  would  haVe 
no  religious  instruction  whatever. 

What  a  reproach  Aoes  this  apprehension  convey  to .  Church. 
Has  it  indeed  so  little  hold  upon  the  affections  of  ita  cotiiKiDUDicants 
— has  it  been  so  unsuccessful  in  cherishing  the  religidt»  sentiment 
that  if  the  compulsory  support  of  it  were  withdrawn,  the  people 
would  dispense  with  the  spiritual  instruction  to  which  they  have 
been  accustomed  ?  Is  the  bread  of  life  so  easily  dropt  where  it  is 
'felt  to  be  the  staff  of  salvation  ?  The  Dissenters — aye,  and  poor 
Disseuters-^rmaintain  their  own  ministers  in  addition  to  the  Esta¬ 
blished  Church.  Why  may  not  the  Established  Church  expect  a 
lik'e,Mq^port  from  its  flocks?  Has  it  not  created  spiritual  wants 
which  it  alone  can  supply  ?  or  are  we  to  believe  that7  depeuding  on 
its  broad  revenues,  it  has  neglected  the  hearts  of  its  communi¬ 
cants  ?  If  the  religious  instruction  has  been  what  it  ought  to  have 
been,  the  continued  demand  for  it  is  the  natural  fruit  of  what  has 
been  planted.  Before  the  Chronicle  threw  out  its  apprehension  that 
the  poor  would  not  have  any  religious  instruction  if  churches  were 
^iK)t  maintained  at  the  public  expense,  it  should  have  shown  that 
the  existing  revenues  do  procure  instructfon  for  the  poor.  Look 
to  the  aristocratic  plan  of  our  churches,  and  compare  the  space 
appropriated  to  the  few  with  that  left  open  to  the  many,  who  are 
tj^ere  indeed  the  few.  Note  the  style  and  aim  of  the  sermon,  and 
it  is  fitted  or  designed  for  the  instruction  of  the  poor* 
AgtM,  mark  the  habits  of  the  Clergy,  and  see  whether  they  mix 
with  the^poor,  as  friends,  monitors,  and  familiar  teachers.  A  rich 
Churq^BiiS'  ^hite  has  raised  it  above  the  poor — 

abeve  $^imuning  with  them,  above  understanding  them,  and, 
consequently,  above  instructing  them.  Were  the  Church

for  wealth  as  it  has  been  made  By  wealth — deprived  of  its  revenues, 
among  the  rich  it  must  mainly  find  its  adherents  and  supporters, 
aud  surely  the  latter  would  not  refuse  to  extend  its  advantages  to 
those  of  the  poor  who  might  desire  te  share  in  them.  Footing  in 
church,  wjth  the  present  distinction  of  place,  which  the  exclusive 
spirit  requii^s  wh^  it  is  most  unbecoming,  might  surely  as  for 
charity  be  grautra  to  the  poor,  even  in  churches  maintained  by 
th^|||||tttary  contributions  of  the  wealthier  classes.

Let  it  not  be  supposed  that  we  consider  too  seriously  the  class  of 
wanton  outrages,  and  the  indulgence  extended  to  them.  The  love 
of  mischief,  which  is  common  in  our  populace,  is  a  national  re¬ 
proach,  and  how  can  it  be  corrected  in  its  least  injurious  exhibi¬ 
tions,  when  it  obtains  the  excuse  of  jest,  where  it  t^es  the  graver 
character  of  cruelty  ?  When  the  populace  defece  monuments,  and 
destroy  things  of  public  ornament  and  convenience,  it  is  no  lark,  but 
a  matter  of  angry  reproach ;  but  when  precisely  the  same  pleasure 
in  malehcence  takes  the  turn  of  personal  annoyance,  grave  Magis¬ 
trates  begin  to  titter,  and  Courts  are  convulsed  with  laughter.  At 
the  Brighton  Palace,  when  some  coarse  fellow  wrote  no/  paid  for 
on  a  mirror,  it  was  no  lark,  but  shameful  brutality  ;  but  when  two 
cadets,  of  noble  conservative  houses,  amused  themselves  with 
shooting  small  bullets  from  an  air-gun  at  windows  and  passengers. 
Justice  discovered  that  it  was  only  a  lark,  not  calling  for  more  than 
a  small  fine.  The  graver  wanton  offences  are  laughed  at,  and  then 
it  is  matter  of  indignant  amazement  that  the  populace  are  ad¬ 
dicted  to  the  minor  offences  of  the  same  character. 


PETITION  AGAINST  ANY  ALTERATION  OF  THE 

CORN-LAWS. 

In  the  Form  of  a  Petition  to  the  Upper  House  against  any 
alteration  of  the  Corn-Law,  (published  by  Relfe  and  Fletcher,) 
many  arguments  will  be  found  very  frankly  stated,  which  have 
been  often  thought  but  never  yet  expressed  by  the  landowners. 
The  following  is  a  specimen : — 

Whereas  sundry  malignant,  discontented,  innovating,  and  evil  disposed 
persons  have  maintain^,  and  do  maintain,  that  these  Corn-Laws  are  a 
curse  to  this  country,  and, 

Whereas  these  malignant  persons  show  as  much  perversity  of  under¬ 
standing,  as  of  principle,  by  venturing  to  set  forth  sundry  iallacies,  and 
flimsy  arguments  in  support  of  their  malicious  and  malignant  assertions, 
inasmuch  as  they  pretend  to  say, 

1.  That  (i.  e.  according  to  said  malignants)  tho  Corn-Laws  were  ori¬ 
ginated  in  fraud  and  ignorance. 

Whereas  it  is  well  known  that  they  were  originated  by  your  lordships. 

2.  That  (i.  e.  according  to  said  malignants)  fraud  is  committed  whenever 
the  real  motives  for  any  act  are  withheld,  aud  false  motives  are  advanced 
instead. 

Whereas  your  lordships  have  always  deemed  such  a  course  the  per¬ 
fection  of  |)olitical  wisdom. 

3.  That  (i.  e.  according  to  said  malignants)  the  fraud,  at  the  enactment 
of  the  Corn-Laws,  consisted  in  withholding  your  real  motive,  namely  to  se¬ 
cure  high  rents  for  your  lordshiits’  lands,  and  in  gulling  the  people  with 
fa/se  notions  about  the  supposed  general  interests  of  the  country  ;  about 
dangers  of  large  importations;  want  of  reciprocity  in  other  countries;  pro¬ 
tection  to  the  agricultural  interest,  and  the  labourers’  wages ;  general  or 
particular  taxation,  and  other  fallacies,  suggeided  to  your  lordships  by  your 
lordships'  ignorance  and  selfishness. 

W'hereas  it  is  notorious  that  your  lordships  presume  ignorance  to  be 
incompatible  with  your  lordships’  hereditary  wisdom  and  virtue. 

4.  Tliat(i.  e.  according  to  the  opinion?  of  said  malignants)  the  efiect  of  I 
this  fraudulent  law  was  intended  to  be,  has  been,  and  must  necessarily  be,  j 
to  limit  the  supply  of  food,  not  to  what  is  really  wanted,  but  to  what  cun  be 
nroduced  in  this  country,  or  imported  from  abroad,  when  extreme  pressure 
has  raised  prices  to  an  enormous  height,  and  when,  iu  fact,  a  {mrtial  famine 
has  opened  the  ports,  which  must  necessarily  be  injurious  to  the  best  in¬ 
terests  of  this  empire. 

Whereas  your  lordships  have  always  maintained  that  high  prices  are 
advantageous  to  the  country. 

29.  That  (according  to  said  malignants)  the  three-fourths  of  the  pe<)- 
pie  who  live  entirely  by  the  wages  of  their  labour,  must  necessarily  ex¬ 
change  by  far  the  greatest  pro^iortion  of  such  wages  for  food  fur  themselves 
and  their  families. 

W  hich  is  fortimately  not  the  case  with  your  lordships. 

30.  That  (i.  e.  according  to  said  malignants)  this  three-fourths  of  the 
people,  who  purchase  with  the  greatest  part  of  their  wages  food  for  thein- 
eelves  and  families,  must  necessarily  feel  a  deficiency  in  the  supply  of  it, 
to  a  much  greater  degree  than  those  with  whom  the  purchase  of  food  is 
but  a  secondary  consideration,  aud  of  whose  expenses  it  forms  but  a  small* 
proportion. 

W  hich  calculation  it  is  beneath  your  lordships*  hereditary  wisdom  and 
dignity  to  go  into. 

31.  That  (i.  e.  according  to  said  malignants)  a  government  which  pre¬ 
vents  the  people  at  large  from  obtaining  as  much  food  for  their  labour,  as 
they  could  readily  obtain,  interferes  with  their  most  undoubted  rights,  and 
that  this  being  the  object  and  effect  of  the  Corn-Laws,  they  must  be  looked 
upon  as  countenancing  public  robber}*. 

Wl^reas  your  lordbhi[)s,  on  account  of  your  inherent  wisdom  and 
viiiues,  are  never  to  be  accused  of  public  mbbery. 

32.  That  (i.  e.  according  to  said  malignants)  if  the  people  at  large,  and 
the  government,  had  correctly  understood  the  principles  hitherto  laid  down, 
•'*cb  public  robbery  could  never  have  been  perjietrated. 

W  hereas  your  lordships  will,  we  triuit,  at  all  events  declare,  that  it  is 
impro|)erto  doubt,  that  your  lordships  do  not  naturally  and  hentdi- 
tanly  understand  all  jiriuciples. 

M.  Tliat  (i.  e.  according  to  said  malignants)  this  principle  is  now  well 
understood,  but  that  these  laws  are  continued  with  a  view  to  extort  high 
rents,  as  in  fact  my  Lord  Grey  most  unblushingly  avowed  iu  his  momo- 
rable  sj^t  ech  in  1827 ,  notwithstanding  that  they  are  evidently  public  robberv 
and  murder,  based  uu  selfisbnesa,  fraud,  and  ifraoroncs. 

Whereas  my  Lord  Hrey’s  daclaiation  to  stand  hy  his  ordef,  is  the 
only  redeeming  point  olont  him, 


ITALIAN  NEWSPAPERS. 

That  portion  of  the  English  public  who  feel  an  interest  in 
foreign  politics  are  daily  presentea  with  news  chiefly  derived  from 
French  and  German,  and  occasionally  from  Portuguese  and 
Spanish  papers.  Even  Greek  and  Turkish  Gazettes  are  now  and 
then  brougnt  to  light,  but  seldom,  if  ever,  have  we  met  with  any 
communication  derived  from  the  Italian  press.  The  reason  lies  in 
the  fact,  that  no  information  worth  relying  upon  can  be  obtained 
from  Italian  newspapers.  They  are  either  a  monopoly  of  the 
various  governments  into  which  that  country  is  divided,  or  else 
tliey  are  subjected  to  such  a  severe  censorship,  that  they  never 
venture  upon  any  topic  of  importance.  Although  Italy  contains 
upwards  of  twenty  millions  of  inhabitants,  it  would  be  diffiicult  to 
enumerate  more  than  a  dozen  newspapers  published  throughout 
the  peninsula,  and  of  these  there  is  not  one  tho  contents  of  which 
mignt  not  be  inserted  in  a  couple  of  columns  of  any  of  our  morn¬ 
ing  journals.  As  for  their  circulation,  we  can  confidently  assert 
that  the  sum  total  of  the  copies  issued  by  the  whole  of  the  Italian 
gazettes  does  not  amount  to  what  is  struck  off  by  one  of  our  lead¬ 
ing  papers.  With  resjHJct  to  the  quality,  we  shall  select  a  few 
specimens.  The  Diario  di  Boma,  the  only  newspaper  appearing 
in  the  ancient  metropolis  of  the  w  orld,  is  a  great  source  of  enter¬ 
tainment  to  our  numerous  countrymen  residing  there.  It  is  not 
larger  than  a  sheet  of  common  letter  pajHT,  and  its  broad  margin 
and  large  type  show  that  the  editor  is  at  a  loss  how  to  fill  up  even 
so  contractea  a  space.  Tlie  leading  article  is  generally  consecrated 
to  the  account  of  some  procession,  or  other  religious  ceremony, 
especially  w'hen  the  pope  or  any  of  the  cardinals  liappcn  to  have 
a  conspicuous  part  in  them,  nor  is  the  notice  ever  omittwl  of  any 
exhibition  of  relics  which  is  to  take  place  for  tlie  edification  of  the 
faithfid,  or  for  the  propitiation  of  some  patron  saint.  Such  things 
formas  essential  a  part  in  tlie  Roman  newspaper,  us  do  in  ours  the 
city  new’s  and  fashionable  intelligence.  We  recollect  an  adverti^ 
ment  of  this  kind  at  the  time  when  the  Romagnoles  were  daily 
expected  to  enter  Rome  and  send  the  pojx^  back  to  his  convent. 
The  Diario  announced  that  the  chains  of  Saint  Peter  would  be 
exhibited  in  the  church  of  San  Pietro  tn  P'lnctilts,  and  called  upon 
the  faithful  subjects  of  his  holiness  to  go  and  kiss  them.  It  was  how¬ 
ever  rather  an  ominous  sign  of  the  times  to  jxrceivehow  few  devotees 
were  found  who  showed  a  disposition  to  go  and  kiss  any  such  relics. 
Instead  of  worshipping  the  chains  of  the  apostle,  they  were  rather 
inclined  to  break  those  laid  upon  them  by  his  successor.  Some 
time  after,  when,  backed  by  the  Austrians,  the  brigands  enlisted 
by  the  pope  had  committed  all  sorts  of  brutal  excesses  in  the 
towns  of  the  legations,  the  Diario  again  called  upon  the  people  to 
QUrne  and  adore  some  miraculous  image  who  had  saved  Rome 
from  the  fury  of  the  rebels !  At  the  present  moment  we  hear  less 
of  such  exhibitions,  for,  as  the  Italian  proverb  has  it,  “  When  the 
danger  is  passed  the  saint  is  cheated,”  (passato  il  pericolo  gahbato 
il  santo,)  but  on  the  other  hand  we  hear  of  some  Jew  or  Negro 
receiving  baptism,  or,  what  is  a  still  higher  object  of  popish  ambi¬ 
tion,  of  some  silly  English  girl  returning  to  tho  bosom  of  Holy 
Mother  Church  !  (ncl  grembio  di  Santa  Madrc  Cliicsu.)  From  the 
same  source  we  may  learn  that  our  English  Cardinal  Weld  is  giv¬ 
ing  splendid  musical  entertainments,  being  himself  a  distinguished 
performer  on  the  French  horn,  or  tliut  our  English  Count  Hoggs 
le  Grice  (a  title  by-the-byc  which  we  do  not  recollect  to  have  seen 
either  in  Burke  or  Debrctt)  is  establishing  an  English-Catholic 
library  in  order  to  assist  in  the  meritorious  work  of  proselytism. 
This  is  all  we  can  gather  of  Roman  news,  and  as  to  foreign  intelli¬ 
gence  wo  need  not  state  that  they  are  all,  either  imported  or  homo- 
manufactured,  constantly  favourable  to  the  cause  of  absolutism. 
In  this  case  religious  considerations  are  totally  thrown  aside. 
When  the  Catholic  Belgian  resisted  the  Protestant  Dutchman, 
and  when  the  Catholic  Pole  rose  against  the  srhisnialic  Russian, 
they  found  no  mercy  in  the  eyes  of  the  head  of  the  Catholic 
Church  ;  nay,  when  the  Greek  cross  was  hoisted  in  battle  against 
the  Ottoman  crescent  the  sympathies  of  the  vicar  of  Christ  were  all 
with  tlie  vicar  of  Mahomet  1  In  all  such  political  Questions  the  iiope 
has  but  one  rule :  **  the  oppressor  is  always  a  good  catholic,  and  the 
patriot  is  always  a  damnable  heretic.”  Tliis  doctrine  forms  the  link 
between  the  Court  of  Rome  and  the  Holy  Alliance.  The  northern 
despots  have  pledged  themselves  to  support  the  ])ope  as  long  as  he 
will  hold  such  a  doctrine;  the  moment  tie  relinquishes  it  he  must 
fall.  Singular  enough,  that  of  these  three  supporters  of  liume, 
the  first,  the  Emperor  of  Russia,  should  be  a  schismatic ;  the  second, 
the  King  of  Prussia,  a  staunch  protestant;  and  tho  third,  tho 
Emperor  of  Austria,  the  representative  of  a  power  at  all  times 
most  hostile  to  the  po[)esl  This  suflicientl)^  proves  that  motives 
of  common  tyranny,  and  not  of  common  religion,  have  led  to  this 
unnatural  coalition ! 

But  to  return  to  the  Italian  newspapers.  In  Florence  there  is 
one,  and  we  never  saw  a  meaner  publication.  First  of  all  it  is 
printed  on  paper  of  such  a  description,  that  the  lowest  of  our 
penny  sheets  of  trabb,  the  vilest  of  our  dirty  handbills  would,  when 
put  near  it,  shine  like  suiierfine  Bath ;  and  as  for  its  contents  it  is 
as  bad  as  the  Diario,  Never  is  there  a  word  to  be  found  in  it  re¬ 
lative  to  domestic  news,  if  we  except  some  oecasional  theatrical  ia- 
telligeuce.  This  liberal  exoeptioii  in  fiivour  of  the  drama  rminds 
us  of  the  l«rt  Munchen-Gratz  congress,  about  which,  whilst  the

Report  op  Mr.  Taney,  Secretary  to  tub  Treasury,  on  tub  svb- 
JBCT  OP  THE  Bank. — In  the  Report  respecting  the  Bank,  a  good  deal  of 
apprehension  is  expressed  least  that  Corporation  should  abuse  its  power,  to 
produce  distress  in  the  country.  The  following  paragraphs,  towards  the 
conclusion  of  the  Report,  are  interesting : — “  The  Directors  of  the  Bank 
are  not  compelled  to  hear  daily  the  complaints  and  witness  the  sufferings 
of  those  who  may  be  ruined  by  their  proceedings.  From  the  nature  of 
man,  such  an  institution  cannot  always  he  expected  to  sympathise  with  the 
wants  and  feelings  of  those  who  are  affected  by  its  policy.  And  we  ought 
not  perhaps  to  be  8ur{)rised  if  a  Corporation  like  the  Bank  of  the  Unitefl 
States,  from  the  feeling  of  rivalry,  or  from  cold  calculation  of  interest  or 
ambition,  should  deliberately  plan  and  execute  a  course  of  measures  highly 
injurious  and  oppressive,  in  places  where  the  Directors  who  controul  its 
conduct  have  no  local  sympathies  to  restrain  them.  It  is  a  fixed  principle 
of  our  political  institutions,  to  guard  against  the  unnecessary  accumulation 
of  power  over  persons  and  property  in  any  hands.  And  no  hands  are  less 
worthy  to  be  trusted  with  it  than  those  of  a  moneyed  Corporation.  In  the 
selection,  therefore,  of  the  State  Banks  as  the  fiscal  agents  of  the  Oovern- 
ment,  no  disadvantages  appear  to  have  been  incurred  on  the  score  of 
safety  or  convenience,  or  the  general  interests  of  the  country,  while  much 
that  IS  valuable  will  be  gained  by  the  change. 

By  the  New  York  papers,  which  arrived  yesterday,  it  anjiears  that  Mr. 
S_tevenson  was  again,  by  a  considerable  majority,  re-elected  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  making  the  fourth  time  that  he  had  been  voted  to 
the  chair. — Mr.  Walter  Franklin  was  elected  Clerk  of  the  House  by  a  ma¬ 
jority  of  seven  over  Mr.  St.  Clair  Clarke,  the  numbers  being,  fur  the  former 
117,  and  for  the  latter  1 10.  A  letter  on  this  subject  says — These  events 
haveiextinguished  the  last  hope  entertained  by|the  opi)osition  of  embarrass¬ 
ing  the  action  of  the  President  during  the  present  Congress,  and  have 
satisfied  most  of  them  that  they  can  carry  none  of  the  various  measures 
they  have  projected,  either  to  effect  that  object,  or  to  sustain  directly  or 
indirectly  the  Bank  of  the  United  States.” — In  the  sitting  of  the  Senate  on 
the  5th,  the  annual  statement  of  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  United 
States  was  presented,  as  well  as  a  very  long  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  respecting  the  removal  of  the  deposits  from  the  United  States 
Bank,  but  no  new  li^t  was  thrown  on  the  subject,  except  in  its  stating, 
that  under  the  general  authority  invested  in  the  Secretary,  as  head  of  the 
Treasury  Department,  to  manage  the  financial  afi'airs  of  the  (government, 
he  possessed  the  power  to  see  that  the  public  money  was  deposited  in  safe 
keeping ;  and  that  the  law  iucurporating  the  Bank  only  reserved  to  him 
the  power  he  before  possessed,  but  did  nut  confer  on  him  any  new  power. 
And  he  says,  the  obligation  to  assign  the  reasons  for  directing  the  dejiusits 
to  be  removed  was  not  a  restriction  of  his  general  power,  because  the  right 
of  the  Secretary  to  designate  the  place  of  deposit  was  always  necessarily  | 
subject  to  the  controul  of  Congress.  Mr.  Benton  gave  notice  of  his  inten¬ 
tion  to  introduce  a  resolution  proposing  an  amendment  to  the  constitution 
in  relation  to  the  election  of  President ;  and  also  submitted  the  following 
resolution,  which  was  laid  on  the  table  for  the  consideration  of  the  Senate. 
It  was  as  follows : — Resolved  :  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be 
directed  to  report  to  the  Senate — Ist.  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  public 
monies  in  the  Bank  of  the  United  States  at  the  end  of  each  month  for 
each  year,  from  the  establishment  of  the  Bank  to  the  present  time ;  2d.  the 
average  amount  of  the  same  fur  each  year ;  3d.  the  average  of  the  same  for 
the  whole  time.**— The  United  Staiea  Gazette  states,  that  a  run  had  be'^n 
made  on  the  branch  bank  of  the  United  States  at  Savannah  to  the  amount 
of  350,000  dollars,  but  that  the  whole  had  been  immediately  paid  in 
specie. 


GERMANY. 

Tub  nbw  Commercial  System. — The  grand  commercial  revolution 
which  Prussia,  with  extraordinary  dexterity  and  perseverance,  has  been 
labouring  to  bring  about  for  the  last  ten  or  twelve  years,  may  be  regarded 
as  now  nearly  consummated.  The  Prussian  government  has  established, 
or  is  about  to  establish,  a  commercial  confederation  which  will  level  all 
fiscal  barriers  among  the  separate  States  of  Germany.  Prussia,  which  has 
been  the  creator  or  chief  promoter,  is  the  soul  and  director  of  this  commer¬ 
cial  league,  and  endeavours  to  employ  its  advantages  for  the  advancement 
of  its  own  manufacturing  industry  or  political  aggrandizement.  Besides 
the  12,000,000  or  13,000,000  of  inhabitants  which  Prussia  herself  has 
brought  within  its  sphere,  it  already  includes  the  kingdoms  of  Bavaria, 
Wurtemberg,  and  Saxony,  the  Grand  Duchy  of  Baden,  the  Grand  Duchy 
of  Hesse- Darmstadt,  the  Princijiality  of  Electoral  Hesse,  Saxe-Weimar, 
and  nearly  all  the  smaller  bordering  states.  The  union  must  soon  envelope 
the  free  cities  of  Hamburgh,  Lul^ck,  Bremen,  and  Frankfort ;  together 
with  the  twenty  or  thirty  little  principalities  represented  in  the  German 
Diet.  Perhaps  it  may  ultimately  include  the  Swiss  Confederation, 
whose  commercial  interests  it  must  materially  affect.  At  present, 
Germany  is  se^iarated  by  as  many  lines  of  custom-houses  as  it  has 
•e|)arate  sovereignties.  The  transit  of  merchandise  is  thus  subjected 
to  heavy  imposts,  to  great  delay,  or  to  vexatious  examinations.  Each 
])rincipality  regards  its  confederate  as  an  enemy,  a  rival,  or  a  smuggler  in 
matters  of  trade,  guarding  against  the  introduction  of  a  bale  of  cotton  or  a 
bag  of  co&e  from  its  neighbour’s  territory  with  as  much  jealousy  as  against 
an  invading  force  or  a  seditious  proclamation.  In  passing  from  Hamourgh 
to  Vienna  you  may  perliaps  be  stop|>ed  at  10  or  12  lines  of  custom-houses. 
The  object  of  the  new  system  is  to  demolish  all  local  or  internal  custom, 
bouses— to  abolish  all  the  dues,  or  the  obstnictions  of  transit,  excejit  road- 
tulls  or  caiial*dues— to  give  the  whole  of  this  commercial  confederation  one 
frontier  froni  the  confines  of  Austria  to  the  verge  of  France,  and  from  the 
frwiss  muimtains  to  Poland — to  establish  only  one  tariff 'along  the  whole  ol 
tk^  line — to  ^ploy  only  one  body  of  fiscal  officers  for  collecting  the  duties 
with  commissiooen  of  inspection  from  the  chief  states,  if  necessary — to 
secure  a  perfect  freedom  of  commercial  communication  to  ail  within  this 
axtieme  limit ;  and  in  order  to  facilitate  exchanges  and  promote  business, 
to  adopt  a  eommon  system  of  money,  weights,  and  measures. — TTsie#.

It  appears  by  the  Paris  papers  that  the  Spanish  agents  have  at  length 
advei-tised  the  dividends  due  this  day  on  the  Rentes  Perpetuelles.  It  is 
said,  however,  that  the  intention  of  contracting  another  loan  abroad  has 
been  abandoned  by  the  Spanish  government,  the  late  loans  having  given 
rise  to  so  much  clamour,  that  it  was  even  feared  disturbances  might  ensue 
in  Madrid  if  the  measure  were  persisteil  in.  Of  the  funds  necessary  to 
meet  the  dividends  in  Paris,  it  seems  that  a  portion  was  in  the  hands  of  the 
agents;  the  difference  was  raised  at  Madrid  by  an  advance  from  the  farm* 
ers  of  the  Oustom-house  and  other  taxes,  at  the  moderate  rate  of  from  1| 
to  2  per  cent,  jier  month.  In  the  latest  accounts  from  Madrid  connected 
with  financial  matters,  it  is  stated  that  the  Treasurer-(Teneral  has  pre¬

The  Queen’s  troops  have  suffered  a  defeat  at  Guernica.  The  rebels 
were  in  the  town,  and  180  soldiers  of  the  provincial  militia  of  Chinchilla 


having  entered  it  in  pursuit  of  some  of  their  stragglers,  they  were  sur¬ 
rounded  by  the  male  b^y,  and  foroed  to  surrender,  after  having  had  above 


60  killed  and  about  80  wounded. 


Buenos  Ayres. — An  insurrection  had  broken  out  of  a  very  formidablo 
nature,  in  consequence  of  the  House  of  Representatives  having  passed  a 
Bill  prohibiting  the  journalists  from  insetting  any  political  remarks,  and 
accordingly  four  daily  papers  were  discontinued.  'The  Government  bad 
ordered  one  of  the  opposition  papers  (El  Restaurador)  to  be  prosecuted, 
and  on  the  11th  of  October,  when  the  jury  was  to  be  formed  to  try  the 
cause,  a  number  of  jiersons  assembled  in  the  great  square,  chieHy  butchers. 
Some  cries  were  heard  of  Viva  Don  Juan  Manoel  Rosas.  The  police 
resented  this,  and  in  the  end  the  butchers,  who  are  all  cavalry  militia-men, 
gallo{>ed  out  of  the  town,  headed  by  several  of  their  officers,  vowing  ven¬ 
geance.  They  were  joined  by  their  comrades  and  others.  The  butcher 
cavalry  alone  is  a  very  formidable  corps,  both  in  nuinliers,  equipments, 
and  discipline.  The  Government,  on  hearing  of  this  rebellion,  sent  a 
Message  to  the  House  of  Rei  reseutatives,  who  adviseil  negociations,  and 
dispatched  a  Committee  of  their  own  body  to  the  malcontents.  The  latter 
demanded  an  entire  change  in  the  Government.  The  Committee  returned 
to  town,  stijl  keeping  the  conference  ojien,  so  that  as  yet  hostilities  have 
been  confined  to  a  few  skirmishes,  in  which,  however,  several  lives  have 
lieen  lost.  The  rebels  are  headed  at  present  by  Geti.  Pinedu.  They  have 
a  considerable  force,  and  occupy  all  the  points  in  the  neighbourhood  o' 
the  town.  They  have  armed  some  vessels  in  the  Coca,  and  1  have  jus* 
heard  that  they  have  captured  the  powder-house.  Otficers  and  men  an 
constantly  deserting  to  them,  among  whom  has  been  (ieii.  Rulon  with  thi 
major  part  of  his  regiment.  The  inhabitants  are  lukewarm  on  either  side 
but  are  much  discontented  at  the  privations  they  endure  from  scarcity  o 
beef,  stoppage  of  trade,  &c. 


WEST  INDIES.

It  is,  howeve;, 
understooid  that  the  Assembly  will  pass  resolutions  in  the  nature  of  a  pro¬ 
test,  stating  that  in  the  opinion  of  that  Assembly  the  bill  would  not  effect 
the  desired  object,  but  that  it  would  be  productive  of  great  evil,  both  to  th» 
slaves  and  their  present  roasters.  The  language  of  its  supporters  was, 
almost  uniformly,  that  they  yielded  to  the  wishes  of  Parliament,  not  from 
conviction,  but  from  necessity.  1  cannot  find  in  any  of  the  speeches  deli- 
vetPttd  in  the  Colonial  Assembly  the  slightest  expression  of  approval  of  any  oi 
the  clauses  of  the  bill.  The  principal  argument  in  its  favour  being  tliat  it 
would,  at  all  events,  secure,  to  the  coloiiibts  the  amount  of  the  compensa¬ 
tion  (the  20,000,0001.).  The  apprenticeship  Clause  seems  to  have  been 
the  chief  stumbling  block.  It  appears  that  the  planters  would  have  less 
objection  to  immediate  emancipation,  provided  a  proper  cum|>enMatioii 
were  given  them,  than  to  the  apprenticeship  system.  On  the  18th  of 
November,  Mr.  Watkis  proposed  to  the  House  of  Assembly  the  following 
bill Be  it  enacted,  by  the  Governor,  &c.,  that  henceforth  no  free  mar. 
shall  be  liable  to  be  sued,  prevented,  or  otherwise  molested,  on  account  ot 
his  religion,  our  prohibited  from  or  restricted  in  the  free  and  {leaceful 
exercise  thereof,  any  law,  statute,  or  usage,  to  the  contrary  uotwithstand- 
ing,’*— And  1^  it  enacted,  that  bencefurth  no  religious  test  shall  Im 
re<|uired  as  a  qualification  to  any  public  office,  trust,  or  situation  what¬ 
soever,  in  the  island.*’- Tlie  bill  was  opposed,  and  Mr.  Watkis  withdrew  it, 
with  an  understanding  that  be  should  be  allowed  shortly  to  introduce  it 
again  to  the  Assembly.

The  American  President’s  Message  is  of  the  usual  explicitness, 
and  more  than  the  usual  length.  The  principal  topics  are  the 
conduct  of  the  Bank,  which  made  it  necessary  to  withdraw  the 
deposits  of  public  money  from  application  to  public  corruption, 
and  the  state  of  the  finances.  The  debt  is  all  but  extinguished, 
and  in  announcing  this  fact  the  President  took  occasion  to  exhort 
the  legislature  to  con  fine  the  expenditure  to  the  absolute  necessities 
of  Government.  He  does  not  qualify  this  recommendation  with 
any  stipulation  for  maintaining  the  dignity  of  the  republic,  l^e 
dignity,  which  is  never  seen  or  felt  but  in  the  charges  for  its  main¬ 
tenance,  is  peculiar  to  monarchies.  The  American  republic  wants 
no  baubles  to  procure  respect ;  her  advancing  prosperity  and  culti¬ 
vated  resources  command  it.  A  great  portion  of  the  speech  is  filled 
with  accounts  of  negotiations  with  European  powers  for  indemnity 
for  wrongs  to  American  citizens.  So  much  for  what  the  Quarterly 
Review  styles  the  chimera  of  a  republic.

Housa  OP  Commons  PiuNTiNo.—From  1821  to  1830,  there  have  been 
105,045  volumes  of  Journals  printed  for  the  House  of  Commons,  at  an 
expense  of  50001.  j>er  volume' ;  of  these,  only  52,024  have  been  deliverer! 
to  members  and  others,  and  there  remain  in  store  63,021.  It  is  a  singular 
fact,  that  the  manuscript  Journals  preserved  in  the  House  of  Commons  for 
reference,  as  legal  authority,  are  copies  made  by  the  clerks  during  the 
recess,  from  those  already  printed  in  the  course  of  the  preceding  sessipn. 
The  printed  Journals  now  amount  to  120  folio  volumes,  and  each  member 
is  entitled  to  a  perfect  set  after  he  has  taken  his  seat  for  fourteen  days, 
without  petition  against  his  return.  The  printing  of  the  various  reports  of 
the  committee  of  East  India  inquiry,  during  the  session  of  1832,  amounted 
to  10,0001.  The  avera^  profits  of  the  King^s  printer  are  stated  at  101. 
per  day,  during  the  sitting  of  Parliament,  and  his  workmen  are  paid  three 
guineas  per  week,  being  501.  per  cent,  more  than  the  common  average 
payment  which  is  made  to  those  employed  on  newspapers.  The  total  ex¬

Factory  Bill.*— This  new  measure  came  into  partial  operation  on 
Werlnesday,  the  1st  of  January.  After  this  day  a  surgeon*s  certificate 
must  be  obtained  for  all  children  under  18  years  of  age,  instead  of  a  pa* 
rent’s  certificate,  as  hitherto,  which  has  been  in  a  great  measure  unavaila¬ 
ble,  the  parents  too  often  representing  their  children  to  be  two  or  three 
years  older  than  they  were.  No  children  under  11  years  of  age  will,  after 
that  day,  be  allowed  to  work  more  than  eight  hours  a  day  ;  and  they  will 
be  required  to  go  to  school  for  two  hours  in  the  day,  and  to  produce  the 
school-master’s  certificate  of  their  having  dune  so,  every  week.  No  one 
under  18  years  of  age  will  be  allowed  to  work  all  night.  The  surgeon’s 
certificate  may  not  be  always  accurate ;  but  it  will  in  a  great  degree  prevent 
the  introduction  of  children  at  an  improper  age  into  factories,  and  particu¬ 
larly  the  glaring  abuse  of  employing  children  all  night  who  are  much  under 
the  age  allowed  by  the  old  law. — IVhilehaven  Herald. 

Transport  op  Paupers.— We  were  somewhat  surprised  to  read  of  the 
Lord  Mayor's  doubts  in  respect  to  the  propriety  and  expediency  of  sending 
home  the  Scotch  and  Irish  paupers  by  water.  To  his  tenacity  with  respect 
to  the  conservancy  of  the  Thames  we  make  no  advertence,  as  it  seems 
that  a  regular  application  ought  to  have  been  made  to  him ;  but  if  his 
remarks  be  otherwise  correctly  re{)orted,  his  Lordship  certainly  argued 
most  inconsequentially.  The  question  was  not  whether  Scotch  and  Irish 
paupers  should  be  sent  home  or  not,  but  the  mode  of  their  conveyance.  All 
the  oratory,  therefore,  about  the  implied  hardship  and  cruelty  of  sending 
people  to  add  to  the  distress  of  their  own  native  places  rather  than  those  of 
other  people,  was  entirely  thrown  away.  By  the  law  they  can  and  are  so 
sent  home ;  and  whether  they  go  in  a  ship  or  are  dispatched  with  power 
to  defeat  the  object,  by  patrolling  the  country  as  mendicants,  is  a  mere 
question  of  expediency  ;  and  always  supposing  their  actual  return  to  their 
own  country  intended,  the  comparative  advantage  of  ship  conveyance  is 
indisputable.  But  it  seems  the  ship  may  be  made  a  place  of  coufiutment ; 

-and  so  may  a  coach,  caravan,  or  steam-boat ;  but  for  what  purjiose  ? 
All  that  could  hapjHsn  would  be  detention  on  board  for  a  few  days  until  the 
required  number  could  be  got  together,  and  why  not  there  as  well  as  in  a 
workhouse  or  house  of  correction  ?  This  is  truly  turning  the  sacred  prin¬ 
ciple  of  the  liberty  of  the  subject  into  a  joke.  For  our  own  part,  we  think 
the  new  plan  a  very  good  one,  and  of  a  description  to  relieve  the  country 
from  much  burthensome  vagrancy  in  the  ambulatory  way ;  at  all  events 
other  sort  of  arguments  than  those  .which  have  issued  from  the  Mansion- 
house  will  be  required  to  convince  us  to  the  contrary. — Globe,

Emigration. — Great  Britain  sent  off  103,000  souls  from  her  population 
last  year,  of  whom  a  number  sailed  7,000  miles,  a  number  14,000,  and 
those  who  made  the  shortest  voyage  4,000  miles.  The  anuals  of  emigra¬ 
tion  afford  nothing  approaching  this.  Since  1801,  the  annual  increase  in 
Britain,  if  no  persons  left  it,  woulil  be  about  365,000 ;  in  other  words, 
there  are  about  1,000  persons  more  in  the  three  kingdoms  every  day  than 
there  were  on  the  day  before  1  The  emigrants  amount  to  nearly  one-third 
of  the  annual  excess  already  ;  and  in  a  year  or  two  there  is  every  proba¬ 
bility  that  they  will  amount  to  one-balf. — Kent  Herald. 

Tithes. — ^The  Manchetter  Chronicle  states  that  the  several  townships 
comprised  in  the  extensive  parish  of  Leyland,  have  agreed  to  resist  the 
demand  of  the  vicar  for  a  large  addition  to  his  tithes,  particularly  on  mea¬ 
dow  lands  which  have  never  yet  paid  tithe.  The  vicar  has  issued  writs  to 
enforce  his  claims ;  and  the  townships  have  voted  funds,  and  have  ap¬ 
pointed  a  solicitor  to  oppose  the  numerous  suits  in  Chancery  which  have 
l)een  vexatiously  commenced  by  the  vicar,  although  a  single  suit  in  the 
first  instance  would  have  answered  the  piirj^se  of  trying  the  question. 

There  are  in  Suffolk  five  contiguous  pat ishes,  the  aggregate  tithes  of 
which  amount  to  nearly  2,5001.  per  annum,  in  not  one  of  which  is  there  a 
resident  clergyman ;  the  income  destined  and  adequate  to  uruvide  for  five 
resident  incumbents,  at  5001.  per  annum  each,  being  entirely  absorbed  by 
one  of  the  colleges  at  Cambridge,  who  employ  two  nomresideiit  curates  at 
1001.  per  annum  each  to  jierforin  divine  service! 

The  Dissenters  and  the  Church. — The  Uev.  E.M.  Carter,  the  curate 
of  Mirfield  church,  on  the  30th  September  last,  used  to  read  the  burial 
service  on  the  interment  of  William  Green,  the  infant  son  of  James  and 
Ann  Green,  who  had  been  duly  named  and  registered  according  to  the 
formula  of  the  Baptist  denomination.  In  consequence  of  this  refusal,  a 
letter  was  written  to  the  Rev.  Ralph  Maude,  tlie  vicar  of  the  parish,  to 
ascertain  whether  the  conduct  of  the  curate  received  his  sanction,  and  whe¬ 
ther  the  full  dues  should  be  demanded  where  the  full  service  was  not  i>er. 
formed.  An  answer  was  returned  by  the  vicar,  approving  of  the  conduct 
of  the  curate.  A  letter  was  then  written  to  the  Archbishop  of  York,  who 
thereupon,  in  a  letter  to  the  curate,  said,  that  though  the  words  of  the 
rubric  might  justify  his  hesitation,  yet  as  it  was  questionable  whether  the 
rubric  designed  tu  refuse  the  service  to  any  class  of  Christians,  and  as  in 
some  places  the  service  had  beeu  read  in  such  cases,  he  recommended  that 
it  should  be  done  in  this. — The  curate  has  since  jHirfurmed  the  service  as 
required. — Leedt  Mercury.

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stated  that  he  had  known  the  prisoner  on  the  continent,  who  had  made  a 
false  claim  upon  him.  The  reason  of  the  witness  leaving  his  lodging  was 
the  statement  of  the  prisoner,  that  there  were  writs  out  against  him.  Wit¬ 
ness  was  ultimately  arrested  through  the  instrumentality  of  the  prisoner, 
upon  a  bill  given  to  his  tmlor  for  321.  The  prisoner,  in  his  defence,  said 
that  he  took  the  trunks  away  in  order  to  secure  them  for  the  debt  which 
the  Count  owed  him,  believing  himself  justified  in  doing  so.  In  answer 
to  a  question  from  the  jury,  the  prisoner  stated  that  he  was  in  no  employ¬ 
ment,  but  lived  upon  an  annuity  of  his  wife’s  of  60  guineas.  At  one 
o'clock  the  Jury  retired  to  consider  their  verdict,  and  dia  not  return  until 
three,  when  they  pronounced  the  prisoner — Guilty,  but  recommended  him 
to  mercy.  The  Common-Sbrjsant. — Upon  what  ground,  gentlemen  P 
Foreman. — Because  we  believe  it  to  be  his  first  offence.  The  Comuon- 
Sbrjkant. — A  distinction  must  be  drawn  between  the  guilt  of  starving 
and  destitute  creatures  and  that  of  a  man  who,  by  his  own  account,  is  en¬ 
joying  60  guineas  a-year.  Mr.  Doanb  said,  now  that  the  case  was  over, 
he  might  inform  the  Court  that  the  prisoner's  offence  was  part  of  a  system 
which  had  been  carried  on  for  the  purpose  of  stripping  the  Count  of  erery 
remnant  of  property,  and  that  one  individual,  with  whom  the  prisoner  was 
in  league,  had  sworn  to  a  false  debt  of  5501.,  under  which  he  had  laid  on 
attachment  upon  some  valuable  plate  l)elonging  to  the  Count.  The  Com- 
mon-Skkjbant  said  that  the  Court  in  this  case  could  see  no  reason  for  ex¬ 
tending  mercy,  and  he  therefore  advise^l  the  jury  to  reconsider  the  matter. 
At  a  subsequent  period  of  the  day,  the  jury  informed  the  Court  that  they 
could  not  recall  their  recommendation,  though  they  admitted  the  prison¬ 
er’s  ofience  was  a  very  bad  one. 

Robbery  on  Mk.  Cobubtt.— was  indicted  for  steal¬ 
ing  in  the  dwelling-house  of  Mr.  Cobbett,  M.  P.,  fifty  books,  value  201., 
his  property.  The  indictment  contained  a  second  count,  charging  the 
property  stolen  to  be  certain  printed  sheets  of  paj)er.  It  api>eared  from  the 
evidence  of  William  Riddell,  the  porter,  and  Mr.  John  Gutsell,  the  clerk 
of  Mr.  Cobbett,  that  on  the  evening  of  the  21st  December  last,  the  pri¬ 
soner  was  seen  to  come  out  at  the  hall  door  of  Mr.  Cobbett’s  house  in  Bolt- 
court,  Fieet%treet,  with  a  parcel  containing  fifty  perfect  copies  in  quires  of 
a  work  entitled  The  fVoodlanfU,  The  parcel  had  been  seen  safe  on  the 
premises  of  the  prosecutor  a  very  short  time  before.  The  prisoner  was  fol¬ 
lowed,  secured,  and  given  in  custody  to  a  patrol.  In  answer  to  the  Court, 
the  witness  Gutsell  said  the  work  sold  for  Ids.  The  prisoner  in  his  de¬ 
fence  said  that  he  had  been  employed  by  a  gentleman  who  represented  the 
premises  to  be  his  office,  to  carry  the  parcel  after  him  into  Fleet-street.—- 
The  Jury,  after  deliberating  for  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  returned  a 
verdict  of  Guilty.

Limits  to  the  Mendacity  License  allowed  to  Counsel. — Jeremiah 
Barrett  was  indicted  fur  breaking  into  and  robbing  the  house  of  Captain 
R.  M.  Griudley,  under  the  circumstances  detailed  in  our  police  report. 
Mr.  Stammbus,  counsel  for  the  prisoner,  in  his  cross-examination  of  the 
prosecutor,  endeavoured  to  raise  an  imputation  that  that  gentleman  had 
carried  on  an  illicit  intercourse  with  a  female  servant  of  the  name  of  Kelly, 
during  the  illness  of  his  wife.  Mr.  Justice  Aldeuson  declared  that  such 
questions  were  quite  irrelevant,  but  the  Learned  Counsel  persisted  in  fiTs 
course  of  cross-examination,  during  which  Captain  Grmdley  was  unshaken 
in  his  most  positive  and  indignant  denial  of  the  calumnious  insinuation. — 
Mr.  Justice  Aldkhson  auimadverted  in  strong  terms  on  the  gross  insult 
offered  to  Capt.  Griudley  by  such  unfounded  imputations. — Mr.  Stammers 
defended  the  course  he  had  pursued,  and  said,  that  if  his  Lordship  was  in 
his  situation  at  the  bar,  he  would,  with  similar  iustructiuns,  have  pursued 
the  same  cour'>e. — Mr.  Justice  Alderson  said.  Indeed,  Sir,  1  should  have 
done  no  such  thing.  It  was  never  my  practice,  when  at  the  bar,  to  insult 
any  witness ;  the  course  is  one  which  1  will  not  sufier  os  long  as  1  have  the 
honour  of  a  seat  upon  the  bench. — Mr.  Stammers  :  I  must  still,  my  Lord, 
adhere  to  my  former  impression,  that  my  duty  compelled  me  to  press  that 
inquiry,  and  that  your  Lordship,  with  such  instructions,  would  have  done 
the  same. — Mr.  Justice  Aldeuson  (emphatically)}  Mr.  Stammers,  i  have 
distinctly  said  that  1  should  never  have  done  so.  1  repeat,  that  you  have 
ofiered  one  of  the  greatest  insults  that  man  can  make  to  man  to  Captain 
Griudley — Mr.  Justice  Gaselee  entirely  concurred  in  every  observation 
tliat  had  fallen  from  his  learned  brother. — ^The  prisoner,  in  his  defence, 
alleged  that  the  articles  were  given  him  by  a  female  servant  of  the  pro¬ 
secutor,  who  was  his  (Barrett’s)  sweetheart — The  Jury  found  the  prisoner 
Guilty  of  stealing  in  the  dwelling  bouse  above  the  value  of  51. 

Captaiu  Grindley,  in  the  course  of  the  trial,  expressed  his  approbation 
of  the  conduct  of  the  new  police  on  the  night  of  the  robbery. 


POLICE. 

UUlLDUALL. 

A  Mr.  Stockdale  revived  the  question  whether  the  parishes  in  which  the 
Fleet  Frison,  King's  Beach,  &c.,  are  situated,  are  liable  to  inaiutaiu  the 
poor  inmates.  A  prisoner  Cor  debt,  if  in  destitute  circumstances,  is  allowed 
3s.  Gd.  a-week  out  of  a  fund,  to  which  every  county  in  England  contributes 
its  share ;  but  this  payment  is  not  continued  to  him  beyond  the  second 
term  after  his  commitment,  it  being  assumed  that  no  man  need  be  under 
detention  for  a  lunger  period,  as  sufficient  time  is  allowed  fur  the  prisoner 
to  apply  for  his  discharge  under  the  insolvent  Act*  and  surrender  up  all 
bis  property  to  his  creditors ;  if  he  is  nut  discharged  on  this  application, 
he  is  maintained  at  the  charge  of  the  creilitur  who  causes  him  to  be  re¬ 
manded. — .Mr.  Stockdale  said,  Samuel  Reed,  ou  whose  behalf  he  applied, 
had  been  a  prisoner  three  years,  and  he  would  have  died  from  hunger,  hail 
it  not  been  for  the  kiiidnei^s  of  the  Warden,  lie  submitted  that  the  parish 
of  St.  Bride  was  bound  to  supply  the  necessities  of  the  poor  man.— Mr. 
Alderiiiau  Smith,  under  tlie  advice  of  the  City  Solicitor,  decided  that  by 
the  Act  uu  order  could  be  made  U|K>ii  the  (larish  fur  the  pn«uuer’s  relief.

A  Gkkrn  Ganauy  Biud. — Mr.  Fenton,  a  carrier,  was  summoned  by 
a  French  lady,  under  the  following  circumstances Tlie  complainant, 
who  was  a  great  fancier  of  sltiging'birds,  stated,  in  broken  English,  that 
■be  had  landed  from  Ilamlaugh,  by  the  stea-ner,  a  few  days  ago,  mud  in- 
tfiwird  fag  property  to  the  servaiiiu  of  the  defendant  to  bring  to  shore. 
There  was  her  precious  favauritei  one  canary  bird,  a  great  beauty, 

which  was  the  mest  acca.'npli<tbed  Inrd,  iwr'uaps,  in  the  universe,  it  sang 
in  the  most  correct  style,  and  w^  a  set  of  ttw  most  exquisite 
two  German  tha  eaxnplaUiant  )i«4  with  great  sio^^li^y,  dt* 


scribed  the  warbler’s  peculiar  powers  to  the  p<i8.seager8  iu  the  vessel.  She 
had  also  two  canaries  of  the  more  common  description,  but  fro  u  being 
constantly  in  the  society  of  the  perfect  songstress,  they  were  beginning  to 
pick  up  a  notion  of  sacred  music,  and  would,  no  doubt,  if  continued  under 
such  incomparable  tuition,  have  soon  been  rivals  in  “  such  sweet  enchant¬ 
ing  melody.”  UjMin  reaching  the  shore,  Kiwever,  she  found  that  tho 
green  canary  had  been  stolen,  and  she  sought  satisfaction  from  the  defen¬ 
dant  for  the  negligence  or  dishonesty  of  his  servants.  The  defendant  said 
that  the  lady  put  a  much  higher  value  upon  the  bird  now  than  she  had 
while  on  board.  Somebody  told  her,  by  way  of  a  joke,  that  she  would  1k) 
obliged  to  pay  a  duty  of  Is.  a-head  on  her  canary  binl^  when  she  said 
sheM  sooner  wring  their  necks  off,  or  drown  them  in  the  ocean,  than  pay  a 
farthing  for  them.  The  birds  were  in  separate  cages,  and,  no  doubt,  one  ot  them 
either  fiew  away,  or  fiew  into  tho  protection  of  some  passengerwho  liked  Ger- 
manmiisic. — A  gtmtleman,  wlioacconijumlcd  the  complainant,  said  that  the 
bird  was  what  was  called  a  piping  canary,  and  had  been  really  instructed  in 
the  rudiments  of  song.  The  beautiful  greenbreast  used  cumniunly  to  warble 
its  native  wood-notes  wild,”  but  was  at  once  attracted  from  his  rude 
melody  within  the  boundaries  prescribed  to  him  by  his  master  uikui 
hearing  a  few  notes  of  the  German  airs. — ^The  Lord  Mayor  asked  whether 
the  complainant  saw  the  lost  bird  in  the  hands  of  the  servants  of  the  de¬ 
fendant. — The  lady  replied  that  she  certainly  did  nut,  but  she  left  them 
to  take  everything  to  shore. — The  Lord  Mayor  regretted  that  he  could  not 
render  any  assistance  in  the  case.  He  thought  that  if  the  bird  w.as  of  so 
valuable  a  kind,  the  owner  might  have  brought  it  to  shore  herself,  espe¬ 
cially  after  having  given  a  character  of  it  that  was  likely  to  tempt  people 
to  take  uu  opportunity  of  ascertaining  whether  that  character  was  ex  ig- 
geratod.

A  Daring  Burglar.— n/oA/i  Barrett  was  chargetl  with  a  robbery  at  the 
residence  of  Capt.  R.  M.  Griudlay,  North  Bank,  sit  John’s  Wood.  Rich¬ 
mond  Moore,  a  police  constable,  de^iosed  that  as  he  was  on  duty  about  3 
o’clock  that  morning  (Wednesday)  ho  heard  a  noise  iu  the  house  of  tho 
prosecutor,  and  while  deliberating  whether  he  should  knock  and  iiu^uiru 
the  cause,  the  prisoner  came  out  of  the  front  gate  without  his  shoes.  \V'it- 
ness  questioned  him  as  to  his  business,  when  he  rejilied,  “  I’m  Captain 
Griudlay *s  servant,  and  1  dare  say  you  know  me  well and  directly  after, 
on  being  threatened  with  an  introduction  to  the  captain,  that  the  truth  of 
his  story  might  be  ascertaiiietl,  said  ”  Thu  fact  is,  ii’s  Christmas  time,  and 
I’m  just  going  out  for  a  lark.”  Witness  then  arrested  his  further  prugiess, 
when  the  prisoner  drew  out  some  money,  and  said,  ”  There,  that  will  make 
all  right;  and  if  you  don’t  take  it,  you’re  not  worth  a  d — ii.”  Witness 
told  him  that  he  should  do  his  duty,  and  was  nut  to  l>e  bribed ;  and  was  iu 
the  act  of  seizing  the  prisoner,  when  he  received  from  him  a  blow  on  the 
head,  and  was  thrown  with  much  violence  into  the  road:  on  his  rising,  the 
prisoner  ran  off  dropping  five  handkerchiefs  in  succession,  for  the  pur^iose 
of  inducing  witness,  who  pursued  him,  to  pick  them  up,  so  that  he  might 
with  the  greater  facility  escajie.  lie,  however,  <iid  not  gut  uiu(e  than  50 
yards,  when  w.tness  c.uiie  up  and  told  him  that  if  he  did  not  surrender,  he 
would  instantly  break  his  head.  The  prisoner  utf'ered  the  greatest  resist¬ 
ance,  and  again  threw  witness  down,  and  escaped.  On  raising  the  ciy  uf 
”Ktop  thief  another  constable  came  up,  the  prixoner  was  secured,  and 
taken  back  to  the  residence  of  Captain  Griudlay,  who  identified  the  hand¬ 
kerchiefs  as  his  projierty.  The  prisoner  was  searched  at  the  station-house, 
there  was  found  ou  his  |>erson  a  gold  watch,  with  chain,  seal,  and  key,  a 
purse  containing  two  51.  bank  notes,  two  sovereigns  and  a  half,  and  some 
silver,  together  with  two  pocket-bmiks,  a  snutl-box,  a  cameo  ring,  and  other 
articles.  The  Captain  also  identified  this  property,  and  stated  that  the 
prisoner  was  iu  his  service  as  footman  upwards  ul  twelve  inuiiths,  and  was 
discharged  about  nine  months  ago  fur  inebriety.
